at Uniontown which the com-

pany supplied with fuel pas. On
October 23. 1S90, the g.13 company
shut off the supply from ilr. Wliitemaa's
iti rks. That gentleman employed
Campjmpbell, and sailed into court with a

bnl asking that an inj unction issue for the
uual purpose. The company, through its
President, Larry Miner, straightway pro-

cured the talent of Frank I lams, of the
Pittsburg bar, and made a fight.

Judge James Inghram refused to make
ti e decree. Mr. Campbell then raised his
toicc in the Supreme Court Tiere, last tall,
ami all Fayette county stood on the tiptoe
ot excitement. That court directed the
lowei court to go back on itself and issue a
pre.imiuary injunction on the company re-

straining it from stopping the gas supply,
provided Mr. "Wbitemau furnish the corn-pan- v

with a bond for 5,000 precautionary
against the usual probatde losses.

Fart of the Injunction Rescinded.
This Judge Inshrain did, at the same

tunc extending the decree to the Sheriff of
the county, that official having seized the
gav company's property and so on on an
execution Issued by A. W. Mellon, a judg-
ment debior of the concern, who had caused
the execution to be issued. Subsequently
Judge Inghram became convinced Hiatus
